I N 1901, the present Principal opened classes in 
modest quarters for the teaching of Literature, 
Expression, and Physical Education. These 
classes soon attracted attention, and, in a few years, 
outgrew their accommodation. In 1906, a charter 
of incorporation as a school was obtained, and the 
present handsome building was erected through the 
generosity of the late Timothy Eaton, Esq., and of 
Margaret W. Eaton, his wife. The school then be- 
came known as the Margaret Eaton School of Lit- 
erature and Expression, and has since been enabled 
to extend its work, and to increase its Faculty, 
through the continued liberality of the lady whose 
name it bears. 



THE LOCATION of the School on North Street, just 
south of Bloor and within two blocks of Yonge 
Street, is particularly favourable. It offers the ad- 
vantage of being within easy reach of three of the 
most important street-car lines, without having its 
quiet disturbed by any; and of being readily acces- 
sible, both from the great business centres of the city 
and from the most beautiful residential districts. 
Queen’s Park is within five minutes’ walk, and the

THE BOARD OP DIRECTORS have great pleasure 
in announcing affiliation with the School of the 
Toronto Conservatory of Music. Owing to the urgent 
requirement of additional floor space for the accom- 
modation of their main department, the Conserva- 
tory of Music determined, on the resignation of the 
Principal of their School of Expression in June, 
1919, to appoint no successor, but to invite the 
Margaret Eaton School to undertake the teaching 
of their students in Expression. It is peculiarly 
gratifying to the Board and the Faculty of the 
School that an organization of the long standing 
and prestige of the Toronto Conservatory of Music 
should show this confidence in the work and equip- 
ment of a much younger school. It is also 
gratifying that this affiliation is already proving 
advantageous to both organizations. 

Residential Accommodation for out-of-town stu- 
dents had become a need increasingly urgent. 
Last year, however, through the kindness of Mrs. 
Timothy Eaton, the School was able to meet the 
need by taking over Dundonald House and 
converting it into a comfortable and tasteful 
residence. This assured to students attractive 
quarters and wholesome food during their years of 
study. As, however, the accommodation is limited, 
it is very desirable that applications for rooms 
should be made as early as possible. A special 
bulletin with detailed information regarding prices 
and regulations will be sent on application to the 
Secretary of the Margaret Eaton School.

The Purpose 



I. To Provide advanced courses of study for young 
women who have completed the work of the secon- 
dary schools and wish to receive further instruction, 
but who, for any reason, do not wish to undertake 
full University work. Such students will find courses 
in English, Dramatic Art, French, and Physical Edu- 
cation, so arranged as to support and supplement 
one another. In presenting these subjects, the 
School aims at the development of the whole being 
of the student, physical, mental and moral. More- 
over, an effort is made to provide harmonious, 
artistic surroundings.

STUDENTS may register for one class per week, 
or for any number. No educational requirements 
are made of these special students. 

FEES must be paid in advance.
